At present, myself and family are sojourn- 
ing in Hernando, Mississippi. This ts a 
small town, situated a little over twenty 
miles from Memphis. There are about seven 
hundred inhabitants. About three hundred 
are colored. Since I have been here I have 
heard little besides politics; as it is only a 
few days from now till the election, it is the 
all-absorbing theme. As far as I can learn, 
the colored people here and in the surround- 
ing country, will vote for Ames. This is as 
it should be. If I could have my way, every 
colored man throughout the length and 
breadth of Mississippi would march to the polls 
in one solid phalanx on the 4th of Novem- 
ber and vote fur Ames. If a colofed man 
could be found in Mississippi so lost to the 
cause of justice and hunanity as to vote for 
Alcorn, after his voting against the Civil 
Rights Bill in Congress, such a man should 
be treated to a coat of tar and feathers and 
ducked in the nearest creek. And if I were 
resident of Mississippi, I do know but that I 
should help to do it. The most prominent 
men here in politics are John Henry Johnson, 
J.J. Evans, H. H. Hillman, HW. W. Nelson, 
and Captain A. D. Thompson. These gen- 
tlemen are all staunch republicans. Captain 
A. D. Thompson and H. W. Nelson are un- 
tiring in their vigilance and watchfulness 
over the interests of the Republican party. 
If that party does not succeed in the next 
election these gentlemen will not be to 
blame. Captain Thompson has received the 
nomination four Assessor in this county. 
H. W. Nelson has been nominated for magis- 
trate. Both of these gentlemen are fully 
competent to fill these offices. I am sorry 
to state that two men, Hillman and Evans, 
are running for the shrieralty. J am very 
much afraid this will result in no good to 
either; but while they are quarrelling over 
it, I fear some white man may come in and 
get the office.

M. Thiers on Monarchy. 

The Paris Figaro, in a recent impression, 

gave formal and solemn notice of its inten- 

tion to publish in its next number a document 
fi 
t 


om the pen of M. Thiers, which would prove 
o the world how inconsistent with himself 
ig the present opposition of that veteran 
statesman toa monarchy. The promise has 
been duly kept, and it appears that damna- 
tory evidence is obtained from a pamphlet 
published in 1831, entitled La Mounarchie de 
1830. All copies of the pamphlet, says the 
Figaro, have completely disappeared, save 
one preserved in the Pibliotheque in the Rue 
de Richelieu. In it the writer, who the 
Figaro says was M. Thiers, vindicates the 
revolution of 1830, and justifies the estab- 
lishment ef the Orleans Monarchy. The 
following passage is quoted by the Legitimist 
organ as a reply of M. Thiers by anticipation 
to his recent letter to the Maire of Nancy:
